would beg leave to state that the tran-
soript sent to your depiurtment of the pro-
ceedings of the county board 18 in my
apinion msullicient for you to base vour
cotliicnte to the governor, upon which
he ean order an election to be had, There
is no certiticate of the county clerk or
cnnvassing bonrd that the proposition has
boen enrried nor does the vote os indi-
onted by the transeript show that it
enrried.  Section 10 of chiupler 18 pro-
vides how the now county cun be erected,
the notice given, the votes canvassed
and the returng made, us in enses of
election of county oflicers. The eanynss
of the election of connty oflivers i4 pro-
occded in seetion 40 of chaptler 26, enti-
tledd ¢lections, and when the canvass hoas

been made under  section 10 and uny
further aetion is required by the connty
clurk, it must certainly be uoder  section
11 of sume chapter 18 “If it shall ap-
pear that o majority of all the votes onst
fit such election (in ench of the connties
interested, ) is in favor of the erection of
such new connty, the county clerk of

that Madame Patti 18 an old woman, for
she is not Wanen n ehild she
singer, anill now, whoen just
turned forty, she has the same mutehless
tones at her command that she possessed
twenty five years ago In fuct, she was
stcccssfully Hunched ns an opera singoer
bofore bad reqched the sge when
most girls begin thelr yoeal stuilies, nnd
now, thanks to n goud method and strong
vooal organs, she continues Lher succo s
ful eareor.

An old acqunintance of the Patti fam-
ily snys that his remombranes takes him
biek tarther than Adehnn's Patti’s duy
to the time when her mother, Muadome
Cathorine Patti-Barill, and an older  sis
ter, Amalin, who afterward married
Muurice Strakosch, sang  togetlior in
CNormat in Boston. This was early in
the fiftiea. Madame  PatthBarili was
twice marricd, and she gave the name of
her tivst husband the preference, as nuder
the title of Signora Barili sl wis known
throughout Europe.  She wns o lyliil’:ll
Itadinn in appearance, having been born
in Romo. Ruamor hias it that she was very
wmssionnte, and that  Carlotta Patti's
I:mn-lu--.-a is due to an ngry punishiment
which the mother anfhicted upon her
When Carlotta was a mere infant she weis
thrown, necording to the story, down a
long tlight of stairs, and her log and
hip woere 2o badly injured that she sof-
fors in consequence to this day,  Tow-
ever, if Madame Patti was gquick tem-
pered she ulso had o powerful soprano
voice and wmorcover wns o fine tragio
aotross, At the opera mentumed above
she took the part of Norma,and her char-
seterization has never been exeotlad, She
sang for the benetit of her davghter Ame-
lia, who had the leading contralto part.

Madame Patti, like her  danghter,
Adeling, retained her voice until she was
well on in years. Finally ghe settled in
Roma, supported by nn annuity of 1,200
franes furnished by Adelina; but old nge
did not soften hor turbulent temper, and
ier children fonnd that only oeccasional
visite could be prid her if éordinl rolations
wore maintained. It was her delight to
listen to the minutest detnils conoerning
Adeling  Patti's  triumphal  tours in
Europe, and she would invariably nsk
snch messenger who gave her these re-
worts: “Has not Adelina sent me some
'illl:- souveniry No' Not cven a little
dismond ™  She was of Jewish aneestry,
and had all the traditionad love of her
people for accumulation,

PATIUR FARLY LIFE,
Of Adelinn Patti’s father it may be
siaidd that he is always mentioned after

his wife for the same reason that the Iat-
ter placed his name before that of her
first husband, beeause he did not amount
to mmeh. Salvatore Patti was o music
tencher, and in order to eke out a hiving
he had to turn the voices of the women
of his fumily to some aceount, Madame
Patti sang at New Orloans when she wus
but three years old, and her memory
does not carrey her back to & time  when
she was not on the boards, In faet, she
wius all but born on the stage, On
February 9, 188, Madame Patti-Bavili
sang in “Norma™ ab Madeid, and at 4
o'clock the nextday her daughter Adelina
first opened her eyes on the world where
she was destined to receive so much
praise and comment, Papa Patti, as he
wns usually ealled, did not object to hav
ing his bread and butter bought by the
price of his children's songs, and he
worked Adelina so hard that when she
wis fourton years old her voice began 1o
tremble. At this eritienl poriod both of
her parents wished to go to ltaly and
have her appear there ns a juvenile
prodigy, but the determined opposition
of the ehild (Adelina Patti had w strong
will even abt this tender age) snd the ad-
vice of musical fricnds in New York pre-
vented this step being taken, and so inall
probiability the matchless and expensive
notes of Adeling Patti were savod for the
opern goer of 1854,

After the givl bhad rested two years
from public singing, and had had her
voico steadied by judicious truining, it
wus detormined to have her make an ap-
warnney in grand opera.  On the 24th of
November, 1858, lncking just six days of
being twenty-seven years ago, she ap-
pearsd at the old acudemy of music ns
Amina in "'La Sonnambula.' She was
nothing but a child, and her auditors say
that the sffvot of her singing was most re-
markable. She was slight, and her great
dark eyes gave her o beseeching oxpres-

slon. When she opened her lips and  ut-
teredd the fivst recitative notes the
nudience was  eleetritiecd by  the
volume and purity of lier

voice, How so small a person could make
such & noise was past comprehension,
IFrom this time until the close of 1861
Mudame Patti sang in Amories, and
mostly in New York., Then she wont to
London and appeared at Covent Gar-
don, which was muanaged by the elder

Gye. Again she sppeared as Anuna in
“La Sonnambula,’ and again she made
n conguest of hor auwdienee.  In fact,
Amina was her favorite parct, sod in it
she sang first in_ all the eapitals of
Europe. Mudame Putti is suporstitions,
and sl has mways  regarded
“La Sonnambula™  as  her  mascot,
During  the London scason  and

for years sfter she was under the gald-
anee of both bher futher and his brother-
in-law, Strakoseh  The three were often
ut eross purposes, and their janglosserve
to amuse gossip-loving Puris in partio-
ular. Mudume Patti at this bme guve
due nttention to appearasnces, snd she had
constuntly with her papa Pani, Amslia
Patti-Strakosch and a companion, who
served in the eapaeity of a “shecp dog,"
to gquote the words of Thackeray. This
woman stald with her fourteen yvoears wod
only desorted at the time of the Do Caux.
Nicolini trouble.
A FAITHFUL ABIGAIL

In connection with this muy be men-
voned the exteaordinurily long periods
of time through which Madame Patti has
retalned her friends.  Madmne Patti's
maid lins been in hep serviee for twenty-
two yours, and in this time they have been
separated only two months.  This maid
is a wonder in her way. When pspa
Pawi and brother in-law Strukosch ob-
Jeeted to the addresses which the Marquis
te Csux was paying to their golden song-
slress it was this fulthiul maid who ear-
rled notes back and forth between the
disconsclate lovers. Nicolind's first billets
doux resched g lady love through tis
same moedivm. o facr, on whatever tan-
gent Madume Pattl may have gpue tho
maid has followed, faithiul, sileat aud
diseroet.

Muadame's Patti's friends have some-
times declared her to be solfish, and in
proof have instaneed her wotal separation
rom her mother ana from hér sister
Carlotta. Tne Iatter, after varied and

Patti (the mother) announced that it was
the child’s bedtime.
